It's  official: 


LenLoir-Rhyne  College  becomes  Lenoir-Rhjme  Uniwersity 


The  Lenoir-Rhyne  Board  of 
Trustees  has  completed  the  final  steps 
in  changing  the  name  of  the  institution 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne  University.  This  action, 
taken  by  unaninnous  vote  at  the 
Aug.  23  meeting  in  Hickory,  involved 
updating  the  bylaws  of  Lenoir-Rhyne 
to  reflect  the  new  name  and  structure 
of  the  university.  A  celebration  for  L-R 
employees,  students  and  alumni  was 
held  on  Stasavich  Place  immediately 
after  the  vote. 

L-R  employees  have  been 
working  throughout  the  summer 
on  this  transition.  Soon  after  the 
spring  semester  ended,  all  L-R  faculty 
and  staff  were  invited  to  a  planning 
workshop  about  L-R's  future. 

Small  groups  discussed  a  wide 
range  of  subjects,  including,  among 
others:  student  civic  engagement, 
student  research,  global  learning  and 
study  abroad,  enhancing  diversity, 
the  faith-based  institution,  student 
recruitment  and  retention,  web- 


based  learning,  and  academics  and 
athletics.  Participants  were  asked  for 
suggestions  about  how  to  enhance 
each  of  the  areas.  Afterward,  the 
major  areas  discussed  were  assigned 
to  on-campus  committees  that  will 
develop  strategies  for  implementing 
the  suggestions. 

L-R  also  restructured  itself  over  the 
summer  to  conform  to  the  university 
model.  In  the  past,  Lenoir-Rhyne  had 
10  academic  schools,  each  of  which 
included  several  programs  of  study 
(often  called  departments  or  majors). 
The  new  university  is  organized  into 
four  colleges,  which  will  be  led  by 
deans.  Each  college  includes  several 
schools,  which  are  subdivided  into 
programs  of  study. 

Dr.  Larry  Hall,  formerly  executive 
vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and 
dean  of  the  college,  will  be  the  provost 
of  Lenoir-Rhyne  University.  This  title 
is  commonly  used  at  universities  to 
indicate  the  official  who  is  responsible 


for  management  of  the  institution's 
academic  affairs. 

The  deans  of  the  new  colleges  are 
as  follows:  Professor  William  Mauney, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Professional 
and  Mathematical  Studies; 
Dr.  Katherine  Pasour,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Health  Sciences;  Dr.  Daniel 
KIser,  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences;  and  Dr.  David  Wiley, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Education  and 
Human  Services. 

The  transformation  of  the 
institution  will  continue  for  the  next 
few  years,  as  new  majors  are  created 
and  new  initiatives  developed.  Through 
these  changes,  L-R  hopes  to  reinforce 
its  core  strengths,  while  making 
improvements  in  other  areas. 

Some  of  the  areas  that  will  receive 
special  attention  include  global  and 
service  learning,  faculty  research  that 
includes  opportunities  for  student 
participation,  and  strengthening 
of  graduate  programs  and  Lifelong

In  an  effort  to  express  its 
new  identity  to  tine  worid,  Lenoir- 
Rhiyne  tias  developed  a  mari<eting 
and  communications  pian  tliat 
empliasizes  ttie  potential  of  the 
university.  Ttiis  plan,  developed  in 
conjunction  with  IVIindpower  Inc., 
a  firm  that  specializes  in  higher 
education  marketing,  will  use  the 
tagline  "Rise  Up. " 

As  part  of  the  re-branding 
strategy,  the  university  has  adopted 
new  logos.  One  will  be  a  script 
version  of  the  letters  "LR. "  The 
other  will  be  similar  to  the  former 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  "bar  logo, " 
which  included  the  words  "Lenoir- 
Rhyne  "  over  a  red  bar  on  which 
the  word  "College"  was  printed. 
The  new  logo  replaces  the  hyphen 
in  Lenoir-Rhyne  with  a  chevron, 
a  small  symbol  pointing  upward 
to  symbolize  growth  and  higher 
aspirations.  Underneath  is  the 
word  "University. "  Red  and  black 
will  continue  to  be  the  university's

official  colors.  There  is  also  a  new 
athletic  logo  showing  a  growling 
bear  and  the  letters  LR. 

Although  the  new  symbols 
reflect  a  familiar  theme,  they  also 
emphasize  higher  expectations  for 
the  future.  The  university's  new 
admissions  materials  wilt  emphasize 
that  Lenoir-Rhyne  expects  students 
to  stretch  themselves  and  become 
greater  than  they  are. 

As  part  of  the  re-brandlng  effort, 
the  university  will  place  ads  in  various 
media  emphasizing  the  theme  of 
rising  to  greater  achievement.  "We 
believe  the  brand  development 
effort  will  support  the  transition  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne  University, "  said  Mike 
Langford  '97,  director  of  marketing 
and  communications.  "We  need  to 
let  the  world  know  that  we  expect 
great  things  In  the  future  -  not  only 
from  the  institution  Itself,  but  also 
from  our  faculty,  our  students,  our 
coaches  and  our  alumni. "  Q 


Learning  (formerly  called  the  Evening 
College).  Lenoir-Rhyne's  tradition  of 
encouraging  students'  spiritual  growth 
will  be  reinforced  by  the  construction 
of  a  chapel  on  cannpus.  (See  related 
article  on  page  6.)  To  enhance  student 
life,  the  university  renovated  the 
Fritz-Conrad  Residence  Hall  over 
the  summer  and  prepared  the  new 
Residential  Village  for  occupancy. 
(See  related  article  on  page  8.) 

The  university  is  also  enhancing 
its  athletic  facilities.  Work  on  the 
first  phase  of  the  Moretz  Sports  - 
Athletic  Complex  was  completed 
during  the  summer.  This  project 
included  rebuilding  the  soccer  field 
and  constructing  track  and  field 
facilities.  Additionally,  lighting  was 
added  to  the  baseball  and  softball 
fields,  and  a  new  scoreboard  was 
installed  at  the  softball  field.  (See

related  article  on  page  9.) 

Through  these  initiatives, 
Lenoir-Rhyne  hopes  to  enhance  its 
abilities  to  develop  students  as 
whole  persons.  As  expressed  in  L-R's 
mission  statement,  "In  pursuit  of  the 
development  of  the  whole  person, 
Lenoir-Rhyne  seeks  to  liberate  mind 
and  spirit,  clarify  personal  faith, 
foster  physical  wholeness,  build  a 
sense  of  community,  and  promote 
responsible  leadership  for  service 
in  the  world." 

A  values  statement  adopted 
last  year  expresses  the  university's 
underlying  principles.  It  emphasizes 
the  key  concepts  of  "excellence," 
"integrity,"  "care"  and  "curiosity."  The 
university  also  adopted  a  foundations 
statement  that  further  develops 
this  theme.  The  foundations  for 
the  university's  academic  programs 


are  "integrated  learning,"  "world 
engagement,"  and  "Christian 
perspective."  According  to  the 
foundations  statement.  "The  common 
learning  goals,  when  implemented 
across  the  entire  curriculum,  will  yield 
a  discerning,  curious  and  effective 
thinker,  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  world." 

As  Lenoir-Rhyne  evaluates  the 
purpose  of  a  liberal  arts  education 
in  the  21*'  century,  it  has  developed 
these  common  learning  goals:  "care 
and  responsibility,"  "knowledge  and 
understanding."  and  "communication 
and  rhetoric."  Further  details  about 
these  guiding  principles  for  the 
university  may  be  found  online  at 
www.lrc.edu.

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The  dream  of  a  chapel  for  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  a  physical  symbol  of  the 
university's  commitment  to  Lutheran 
higher  education,  is  a  step  closer  to 
reality  thanks  to  a  recent  anonymous 
gift  of  $1.5  million. 

The  chapel  is  one  of  four  major 
construction  projects  identified 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  having 
the  highest  priority.  The  total 
cost  of  the  chapel  is  expected  to 
be  $5  million. 

When  completed,  the  building 
is  projected  to  seat  between  300 
and  400  people,  depending  on  the 
seating  configuration.  It  is  intended 
to  serve  as  a  location  for  weekly 
chapel  services,  daily  communion 
services  and  other  religious  activities. 
It  will  be  designed  with  outstanding 
acoustic  qualities  and  will  be  used 
for  sacred  music  concerts.  It  will  also 
be  used  by  various  Lutheran  groups 
when  they  gather  for  meetings  on 
the  L-R  campus. 

The  chapel  will  be  constructed 
in  the  center  of  campus, 
symbolizing  the  significance  given 
to  religious  education  and  spiritual 
development.  It  will  stand  next 
to  the  Lineberger  Building,  with 
the  front  of  the  chapel  facing  the 
Russell  House. 
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"When  we  recently  formed  the 
Commission  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  to 
study  our  future  direction,  one  thing 
was  consistently  mentioned,"  said 
Dr.  Wayne  Powell,  university 
president.  "Our  alumni,  students, 
faculty  and  community  leaders  all 
told  us  that  Lenoir-Rhyne's  identity  as 
a  university  of  the  ELCA  is  an  asset 
that  should  be  strengthened." 

Lenoir-Rhyne  was  founded  in 
1891  by  four  Lutheran  pastors  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  a  higher 
education  emphasizing  Christian 
values.  The  first  college  catalog 
contained  the  statement,  "In  all 
instruction,  in  all  departments,  the 
aim  shall  be  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  the  young  the  principles 
of  Christian  morality." 

Today,  Lenoir-Rhyne  is  the  only 
college  or  university  in  North  Carolina 
affiliated  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  America.  The 
Lenoir-Rhyne  mission  statement 
includes  the  following:  "As  an 
institution  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  the  university 
holds  the  conviction  that  wholeness 
of  personality,  true  vocation,  and 
the  most  useful  service  to  God  and 
the  world  are  discerned  from  the 


perspective  of  Christian  faith." 

In  2004,  as  part  of  the  college's 
master  planning  process,  a  chapel 
was  identified  as  a  need.  In  2006, 
a  campus  committee  was  formed 
to  plan  the  project.  This  committee 
included  the  campus  pastor,  a  retired 
Lutheran  pastor  with  the  experience 
of  building  five  churches,  L-R  trustees, 
community  members,  faculty, 
students  and  administrators. 

In  2006,  two  donors  gave  a  total 
of  $75,000  to  fund  the  preliminary 
design  phase.  The  committee 
interviewed  several  companies 
specializing  in  this  field.  In  January 
2007,  the  committee  chose  Clark 
Patterson  Associates  and  Terry 
Byrd  Eason  Design  to  serve  as  the 
architects  and  liturgical  consultant  for 
the  preliminary  design.  The  committee 
has  met  with  representatives  of  these 
firms  more  than  10  times  to  review 
concepts  and  designs. 

"We  are  pleased  with  our  progress 
at  this  time,"  said  Scott  Shrode,  L-R 

vice  president  for  advancement.  "We 
look  forward  to  the  time  when  we 
will  complete  the  fund-raising  for  this 
project  and  are  able  to  construct  a 
chapel  that  will  serve  Lenoir-Rhyne  for 
its  next  100  years  and  beyond."  E3

Rosemerry  Koontz  earned  a 
B.A.  degree  from  L-R  in  commercial 
education.  She  worked  for  the  FBI 
for  four  and  a  half  years  and  as  a 
legal  secretary  for  38  years. 

Her  father,  Mike  Koontz,  was 

a  supervisor  at  Cannon  Mills.  He 
attended  Lenoir-Rhyne  one  year  and 
was  a  member  of  the  basketball  team 
in  1923.  He  was  the  postmaster  of 
Kannapolis,  N.C.,  for  31  years  before 
retiring  in  1965.  He  died  on  March 


22,  1974,  at  age  72. 

Grace  Koontz  was  a  homemaker. 
Although  she  did  not  have  the 
opportunity  herself  for  a  higher 
education,  she  always  stressed 
the  importance  of  education  to  her 
family.  Her  children  are  Rosemerry 
Koontz,  Gilda  Koontz  Kuhn  '49.  a 
school  teacher  and  homemaker; 
K.  Michael  Koontz  '61,  an  attorney: 
and  Max  Koontz,  a  nuclear  engineer 
who  graduated  from  N.C.  State 
University.  Grace  Koontz  lived  to 
almost  101  and  died  Dec.  22,  2003. 
The  family  legacy  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
was  recently  extended  when  Micah 
Kearney  '07,  great-grandson  of 
Michael  and  Grace  Koontz,  earned 
his  degree  from  Lenoir-Rhyne.      Q

II  and  served  for  30  years,  retiring  as 
a  colonel  in  1967.  He  then  worked 
for  Sears  in  Chicago  until  retiring  in 
1985. 

She  received  her  A.B.  degree  in 
education  and  taught  third  grade  for 
three  years.  During  World  War  II,  she 
and  her  sister,  Josephine  Shipley- 
Lauerman  '40,  were  among  the  first 
women  air  traffic  controllers  in  the 
United  States. 

After  Martha  and  Henry  were 
married  on  Dec.  2,  1944,  she 
became  a  full-time  homemaker. 
Their  adult  children  are  Jane  Egger, 
catering  director  for  a  country  club  in 
Seattle,  Wash.;  Dr.  Henry  Wellman  III, 
a  developmental  psychologist  at  the 
Child  Development  Department  of

The  new  track 
also  received  a 
name,  thanks  to 
the  generosity 
of  Irwin  Belk, 
a  Charlotte 
philanthropist 
who  is  a  strong 
supporter  of 
college  athletics.  The  Irwin  Belk 
Track  will  be  officially  dedicated  at 
Homecoming  '08.  The  ceremony  will 
take  place  at  10:45  a.m.  Oct.  4. 

Belk  is  one  of  six  children  of 
William  Henry  and  Mary  Irwin  Belk, 

founders  of  the  Belk  department 
stores.  For  many  years,  he  managed 
the  company's  finances,  serving  as 
president  of  Belk  Enterprises  and 
Belk  Finance  Co.  He  also  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Belk  Foundation, 


which  contributed  the  naming  gift  for 
the  construction  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
Belk  Centrum  in  1981. 

Belk  commented:  "The  first 
objective  in  life  is  educating  the 
mind,  but  you  need  also  to  educate 
the  body  and  make  sure  it  is  in  good 
shape.  Everyone  should  take  the 
time  to  participate  in  some  physical 
education.  I  participated  in  football, 
and  basketball,  but  excelled  in 
track.

'50  and  Stephen  '77  Shelton,  owners 
of  Fence  Builders  Inc.  of  Winston- 
Salem. 

MUSCO  Sports  Lighting  was 
chosen  to  supply  the  new  lighting  at 
the  soccer  field  and  Irwin  Belk  Track, 
as  well  as  at  the  existing  baseball 
and  Softball  fields.  A  dual  soccer  and 
track  scoreboard  was  installed,  as 
well  as  a  new  softball  scoreboard. 

This  is  the  first  on-campus  track 
and  field  facility  in  Lenoir-Rhyne's 
117-year  history,  although  the  college 
has  had  championship  track  teams  in 
the  past.  After  a  15-year  hiatus,  the 
track  and  field  team  was  reinstated 
in  2004. 

The  track  is  surfaced  with 
Mondotrack  SX,  which  is  recognized 
internationally  as  the  fastest,  safest 
and  most  environmentally  friendly 
track  surface.  The  same  type  of  track 
was  used  at  the  Beijing  Olympics. 

Jason  Stewart,  L-R's  track  and 
cross  country  coach,  said  the  new 
facility  will  greatly  benefit  his  teams. 
The  men's  and  women's  track  teams 
have  been  practicing  at  Hickory  High 
School,  and  have  never  been  able 
to  host  home  meets.  The  student- 
athletes  will  also  have  new.  world- 
class  equipment. 

"We'll  have  the  best  facility  of 
any  Division  II  school  in  our  area." 
Stewart  said.  "This  should  help 
with  recruiting."  He  said  he  plans 
to  have  at  least  one  countywide  high 
school  track  meet  at  the  facility  each 
year. 

Adrian  Blewitt.  coach  of  the 
men's  and  women's  soccer  teams. 
is  very  pleased  with  the  new  soccer 
field.  "The  field  that  we  have  now  is 
the  best  in  the  conference  —  maybe 
in  the  Southeast  region."  he  said. 
"The  whole  environment  is  beautiful. 
We  have  come  a  long  way  with  the 
soccer  team  in  the  last  three  years. 
Now  we  have  a  field  to  match  the 
level  of  our  team."  Q 


Testing 

the 
waters 

High  school  students 

wade  into  the 

world  of  science 


There  were  a  few  nervous  giggles 
as  the  high  school  students  stepped 
into  the  chilly  creek  near  Valdese.  But 
soon  they  were  all  business  as  they 
pushed  through  the  murky  water  in 
their  waders. 

They  were  on  a  mission:  to  find 
the  residents  of  McGalliard  Creek, 
and  determine  how  they  were  doing. 
Michael  Scott,  a  student  from  Patton 
High  School  in  Burke  County,  carried 
a  backpack  that  looked  like  it  came 
from  the  set  of  a  "Ghostbusters" 
movie.  He  held  a  metal  electrode 
attached  to  the  backpack  and  moved 
it  slowly  back  and  forth  under  the 
water.

Other  students  followed  behind 
with  nets.  As  the  backpack  sent 
mild  electrical  currents  through 
the  water,  small  fish  popped  to  the 
surface,  momentarily  stunned.  The 
fish  were  scooped  into  the  nets  and 
transferred  into  plastic  buckets.  Later, 
the  students  would  measure  them, 
count  them  and  catalog  the  species. 
Then  the  fish  were  released. 

Downstream,  other  students 
were  busy  measuring  the  stream, 
testing  its  acidity  and  poking  through 
underwater  debris  in  search  of  insect 
larvae,  amphibians  and  other  small 
creatures.  They  would  take  their  catch 
back  to  the  lab,  where  they  would 
record  their  findings. 

The  students  found  that  McGalliard 
Creek  was  not  the  picture  of  health. 
There  weren't  as  many  species  as 
would  normally  be  expected.  Those 
that  were  found,  such  as  crawfish  and 
midges,  are  animals  that  can  tolerate 
high  levels  of  water  contamination. 

The  18  high  school  students 
from  rural  North  Carolina  counties 
were  the  first  participants  in  the  N.C. 
Stream  Investigation  Project  (N.C. 
SIP).  The  project  is  a  collaboration 
of  the  Thomas  W.  Reese  Institute  for 
Conservation  of  Natural  Resources 
and  the  L-R  School  of  Education. 


It  was  jointly  designed  by  Dr.  John 
Brzorad,  director  of  the  Reese 
Institute,  and  Dr.  Janet  Painter, 

chair  of  the  School  of  Education. 
It  is  funded  with  a  three-year  grant 
from  the  Burroughs  Wellcome 
Fund's  Student  Science  Enrichment 
Program. 

The  project  is  an  effort  to  expose 
high  school  students  to  aquatic 
scientific  research  and  show  them 
how  it  is  used  by  professionals.  The 
students  used  the  same  equipment 
and  methods  used  by  the  North 
Carolina  Division  of  Water  Quality 
to  measure  stream  health.  In  fact, 
a  scientist  from  that  division  helped 
teach  the  students.  Brzorad  explained 
that  they  rely  on  a  stream's  animal  life 
to  indicate  whether  the  environment 
is  healthy,  and  may  run  chemical 
tests  if  the  biotic  data  raise  any  red 
flags. 

One  of  the  streams  they  studied 
is  Wilson  Creek,  classified  as  "wild 
and  scenic"  by  the  government  for 
its  pristine  condition.  However,  many 
of  the  other  streamis  in  the  area  are 
not  as  clean.  The  study  included  four 
streams  feeding  into  Lake  Rhodhiss, 
which  is  a  source  of  drinking  water  for 
Granite  Falls,  Lenoir  and  Valdese.  The 
lake  has  been  classified  as  impaired 
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by  the  N.C.  Division  of  Water  Quality 
because  of  sediment  and  increased 
nutrients  in  the  water.  The  state 
regularly  nnonitors  the  streanns  and 
rivers  feeding  into  the  lake. 

N.C.  SIP  was  also  designed  to 
encourage  the  students  to  pursue 
a  higher  education  and  consider  a 
career  in  science.  "It  was  better  than 
I  expected,"  said  Damion  Bums,  16, 
of  Burns  High  School  in  Lawndale. 
"We  did  a  lot  more  than  I  thought 
we  would." 

Sharonda  Oates,  16,  of  Lawndale 
said  the  experience  changed  her 
outlook  on  science.  "I  didn't  think 
I  would  catch  a  lot  of  bugs  —  I'm 
not  a  bug  person,"  she  said  with  a 


laugh.  "But  I  actually  enjoyed  it."  As 
if  to  demonstrate  her  statement,  she 
confidently  grabbed  an  insect  larva 
squirming  in  a  pile  of  muddy  twigs. 
"I  probably  wouldn't  have  done  that 
on  the  first  day,"  she  said. 

Aaron  Greene,  17,  of  Casar  said, 
"I  was  planning  on  going  into  the 
business  world.  This  actually  made 
me  think  about  going  into  water 
testing  or  something  like  that.  I  would 
rather  work  outside  instead  of  sitting 
in  a  cubicle  all  day." 

Michael  Scott,  17,  of  Morganton 
said,  "It's  been  a  lot  of  fun  —  all  the 
hands-on  experiences.  I  love  science, 
which  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  I 
came.  I  always  loved  playing  in  the 


creeks  and  rivers  as  a  little  kid."  He 
added,  "I  want  to  do  something  in 
science  (as  a  career).  I'm  not  sure  if 
it's  going  to  be  chemistry  or  biology. 
I  like  learning  about  all  the  insects 
and  aquatic  life." 

The  N.C.  SIP  program  will  continue 
as  the  students  return  to  their  home 
schools  throughout  North  Carolina. 
They  will  be  expected  to  conduct  a 
similar  assessment  of  a  creek  near 
their  home  and  post  the  results  on 
a  Web  site.  A  teacher  from  each 
student's  high  school  will  supervise 
this  work.  For  each  of  the  next  two 
years,  different  groups  of  students 
will  participate  in  the  two-week 
summer  camp  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.    Q 


How  ener^eticis  an  e^ret? 


How  many  calories  does  an 
egret  burn  when  it  flies,  walks  or 
cares  for  its  young?  Scientists  are 
interested  in  this  question  because 
the  answer  can  help  ecologists  know 
the  food  resources  that  are  required 
to  maintain  a  population  of  these 
birds.  Dr.  John  Brzorad,  director  of 
the  Thomas  W.  Reese  Institute  for 
Conservation  of  Natural  Resources, 
has  been  studying  this  issue,  called 
"energetics."  He  is  researching  the 
great  egret  and  the  snowy  egret,  two 
wading  birds  found  in  many  locations 
across  the  United  States. 

Brzorad  began  studying  egrets 
for  his  dissertation.  That  research 
focused  on  how  the  wading  birds 
could  survive  in  the  notoriously 
polluted  New  York  City  Harbor.  Since 
the  city  has  stopped  dumping  sewage 
into  the  harbor,  the  wading  bird 
populations  have  increased  there 
and  are  now  thriving,  he  said. 

Since  2003,  he  has  studied  egret 
energetics  with  Dr.  Alan  Maccarone, 
an  environmental  scientist  and 
professor  of  biology  at  Friends 
University  of  Wichita,  Kan.  Libby 
Hoover,  a  junior  at  L-R,  and  several 
students  from  Friends  University 
have  also  participated  in  this  study 
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of  an  egret  colony  in  Kansas. 

The  group  observes  the  birds  in 
their  natural  habitat,  using  decoys 
made  from  lawn-art  flamingos  spray 
painted  white.  The  scientists  have 
been  working  on  methods  of  trapping 
the  egrets  to  attach  radio  transmitters 
to  them.  Then  they  are  able  to 
monitor  the  birds'  daily  activities 
and  commuting  distances. 

The  scientists  have  already 
measured  how  much  food  the 
birds  catch,  and  are  now  looking  at 
how  the  birds  budget  the  calories 
they  gain  to  the  various  activities 
of  flying,  commuting,  hunting  and 
reproduction.  "People  have  to  make 
similar  decisions  and  budget  their 
resources  as  well,  especially  these 
days.  It  is  fascinating  to  see  how 
animal  commuters  budget  the  energy 
they  earn,"  Brzorad  said. 

This  study  will  help  to  describe  the 
habitat  that  is  necessary  to  support 
an  individual  bird  throughout  its  life. 
Because  egrets  nest  in  colonies,  the 
study  will  also  provide  information 
about  what  natural  resources  are 
needed  to  ensure  the  colony's  long- 
term  survival.  B

Lenoir-Rhyne  is  now  accepting 
applications  for  a  master  of  science 
degree  program  in  atlnletic  training. 
Tine  first  students  will  enter  the 
program  in  the  fall  of  2009. 

L-R  has  offered  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  the  field  for  several 
years.  "We  decided  that  although 
our  current  baccalaureate  degree 
was  very  strong,  we  could  do  more," 
said  Dr.  Michael  McGee,  head  of 
the  program.  This  change  will  make 
Lenoir-Rhyne  one  of  only  two  colleges 
in  North  Carolina  to  offer  the  master 
of  science  degree  in  athletic  training, 
he  said. 

"This  new  master's  degree  is  one 


example  of  the  way  Lenoir-Rhyne  will 
be  expanding  its  mission  in  coming 
years,"  said  Dr.  Larry  Hall,  provost. 
"The  addition  of  our  M.S.  in  Athletic 
Training  is  a  perfect  illustration  of  the 
direction  we  will  seek  as  we  achieve 
university  status:  building  upon  our 
current  academic  strengths  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  community  and  our 
region." 

The  new  program  will  offer  two 
options.  Students  may  enter  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  as  freshmen  and  complete 
the  master's  degree  in  five  years 
of  study.  People  who  already  have 
a  bachelor's  degree  may  enroll 
directly  in  the  master's  program. 


which  will  take  approximately  two 
years  to  complete.  Students  who 
have  bachelor's  degrees  in  fields 
other  than  athletic  training  may  also 
apply.  About  70  percent  of  working 
athletic  trainers  have  a  master's 
degree  in  the  field,  McGee  said.

Dr.  Donald  Hayes  dies 

Dr.  Donald  G.  Hayes,  former 
professor  of  education  and  dean  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  died  May  11, 
2008,  in  Winston-Salem.  He  was 
retired,  following  a  lifelong  career 
in  education. 

Hayes  was  a  graduate  of 
Lees-McRae  College,  Wake  Forest 
University  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  He 
worked  27  years  at  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
from  1971  to  1998.  He  later  was 
employed  at  Salem  College.  He  was  a 
co-founder  of  the  Governor's  School. 
He  chaired  Catawba  County's  Smart 
Start  program,  was  past-president 
of  the  Hickory-East  Rotary  Club  and 


the  North  Carolina  Association  of 
Colleges  of  Teacher  Education.  He 
also  was  a  member  of  the  Hickory 
Board  of  Education,  chairman  of  the 
Hickory  United  Way  and  chairman 
of  the  Hickory  Human  Relations 
Council. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  St. 
Andrew's  Lutheran  Church.  He  was 
on  the  governing  local,  state  and 
national  councils  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  America.  He 
was  recognized  as  North  Carolina 
Educator  of  the  Year  in  1985  and 
was  named  "Distinguished  Professor" 
and  Michael  Peeler  Professor  while 
at  L-R.  He  was  the  recipient  of  the 


Hancock-Settlemyre  Award  for  his 
contributions  to  the  enhancement 
of  family  life.

Students  receiving  first-place 
awards  were  senior  biology  major 
Anna  M.H.  Grove  of  Danville,  Calif., 
and  junior  chemistry  major  Bradley 
Icard  of  Icard,  N.C.  Grove  performed 
her  senior  biology  honors  research  at 
The  Medical  College  of  Georgia  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Lawrence  Layman. 
They  looked  for  mutations  involved 
in  a  syndrome  called  IHH  (idiopathic 
hypogonadotropic  hypogonadotropism) 
in  which  individuals  fail  to  undergo 
puberty. 

Icard  worked  with  Dr.  Andy  Steele 

on  research  funded  by  a  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  Faculty-Student  Research 
Grant.  They  developed  and  optimized 
a  method  for  detecting  and  quantifying 
mercury  at  extremely  low  (nanogram) 
levels.

Students  help  save  hemlocks 


Several  Lenoir-Rhyne  students 
recently  learned  how  much  hard  work 
can  be  involved  in  helping  to  protect 
the  environment.  Seven  students  in 
the  spring  semester  biodiversity  class 
spent  a  day  applying  insecticides 
to  Carolina  Hemlock  trees  that 
are  being  attacked  by  the  hemlock 
woolly  adelgid.  This  tiny  insect  was 
accidentally  imported  from  Asia  in 
the  1950s  and  is  now  threatening 
the  entire  Eastern  Hemlock  and 
Carolina  Hemlock  population  on  the 
east  coast. 

The  class  was  helping  to  treat 
Carolina  Hemlocks  growing  on  five 
acres  of  mountainous  forest  owned 
by  The  Nature  Conservancy.  The 
property  is  in  the  Hickory  Nut  Gorge 
near  Asheville. 

The  hemlock  woolly  adelgid  is 
usually  fatal  to  Eastern  Hemlocks 
and  Carolina  Hemlocks  within  four 
to  10  years  after  they  are  infested. 
In  remote  forest  settings,  the  best 
way  to  combat  the  non-native  insects 


is  by  releasing  an  Asian  beetle 
that  preys  on  them.  However,  The 
Nature  Conservancy  has  very  strict 
requirements  for  releasing  foreign 
species,  since  they  may  get  out  of 
control  and  become  pests  themselves. 
A  temporary  solution,  called  a  "soil 
drench,"  involves  hiking  into  remote 
parts  of  the  mountain  forests  and 
pouring  a  pesticide  solution  on  the 
trees'  roots. 

"It  really  involved  a  lot  of  hard  work, 
since  the  students  had  to  hike  uphill 
carrying  the  water  with  them,"  said  Dr. 
Marsha  Fanning,  professor  of  biology, 
who  led  the  students  in  the  project. 
The  students  in  the  class  are  Tiffany 
Spencer  of  Hickory,  Elizabeth  Kirby  of 
Lenoir,  Alisha  Hayes  of  Taylorsville, 
Lakashana  Corpening  of  Hickory, 
Christina  Sigmon  of  Claremont,  Joseph 
White  of  Conover  and  Brent  Wassum 
of  Vale.  Laurie  Speidel,  an  L-R  sign 
language  interpreter,  accompanied 
the  group  and  also  worked  on  the 
project.

The  Longest  Walk  visits  Lenoir-Rhyne 


Approximately  150  participants  in 
The  Longest  Walk  2  camped  overnight 
on  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  intramural  field 
June  19.  The  group  of  Native  Americans 
and  their  supporters  walked  across  the 
United  States  to  promote  protection 
of  the  environment  and  sacred  sites. 
L-R  officials  greeted  several  elders 
representing  the  group. 

According  to  the  group's  Web 
site,  The  Longest  Walk  2  was  a 
grassroots  effort  on  a  national  level 
to  bring  attention  to  the  environmental 
disharmony  of  Mother  Earth,  sacred 
site  issues,  and  to  commemorate  the 
30th  anniversary  of  the  original  longest 
walk.  In  1978,  the  first  Longest  Walk 
was  held  to  draw  attention  to  Native 
American  concerns. 

Participants  in  The  Longest  Walk 
2  picked  up  trash  along  the  route, 
demonstrating  their  concern  for 
the  earth.  Their  mission  statement 
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said,  "All  Life  is  Sacred,  Save  Mother 
Earth." 

The  Longest  Walk  2  began  on  Feb. 
11  in  San  Francisco  and  ended  July  11 
in  Washington,  D.C.  The  route  covered 
4,400  miles.  Most  individuals  did  not 
participate  in  the  entire  journey,  but 
walked  parts  of  the  route.  A  group  of 
support  vehicles  accompanied  the 
walkers,  carrying  tents  and  supplies. 
Walkers  included  indigenous  people 
from  throughout  the  earth  and  their 
supporters.

When  most  people  in  the  United 
States  enjoy  a  cup  of  coffee,  they 
don't  think  about  where  the  coffee 
was  grown  or  how  it  got  to  them. 
But  not  Dr.  Eric  Schramm,  associate 
professor  of  Spanish  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 
"Did  you  know  that  coffee  is  the 
second-most  traded  commodity  in 
the  world,  next  to  oil?"  he  asked. 

Over  the  past  four  years,  he  has 
become  an  expert  on  the  little-known 
story  of  the  coffee-growing  region 
of  Oaxaca,  Mexico  —  a  story  with 
surprising  ties  to  North  Carolina. 

Schramm  is  completing  a 
documentary  film  about  this  subject 
titled  "A  Crisis  in  Coffee  and  Corn: 
Free  Trade  and  Immigration."  He 
has  traveled  twice  to  Mexico  to 
interview  those  involved.  Working 
with  student  assistants,  he  has 
gotten  a  crash  course  in  documentary 
filmmaking. 

His  interest  in  the  subject  began 
in  2003,  when  he  traveled  to  Mexico 
to  find  a  suitable  place  for  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  students  to  study  abroad  and 
do  service  learning  projects.  That 
effort  led  him  to  a  small  college  in 
the  state  of  Oaxaca,  located  in  the 
southwest  of  Mexico.  As  he  talked 
to  local  officials,  he  became  aware 
of  the  economic  problems  there. 
The  region's  economic  crisis  is  a 


result  of  the  1994  North  American 
Free  Trade  Agreement  (NAFTA)  and 
related  trade  policies.  As  part  of  this 
agreement,  Mexico  was  required  to 
withdraw  from  an  international  coffee 
trade  organization  that  had  regulated 
coffee  prices  for  the  past  50  years. 
The  price  farmers  received  for  their 
coffee  plummeted. 

At  the  same  time,  Mexico  began 
importing  large  amounts  of  U.S.- 
grown  com,  which  is  subsidized  by  the 
American  government.  "Under  NAFTA, 
the  United  States  increased  corn 
exports  to  Mexico  by  240  percent, 
and  during  certain  years,  was  able 
to  sell  corn  30  percent  below  its 
cost  of  production,"  according  to 
a  publication  of  the  Farmworker 
Institute,  a  church-sponsored  group 
working  to  improve  the  lives  of  farm 
workers.  Mexican  farmers  were  hit 
with  falling  prices  for  their  two  major 
crops,  coffee  and  corn,  resulting 
in  major  disruptions  to  the  local 
economy. 

Schramm  found  many  towns  in 
the  state  of  Oaxaca  where  there 
are  virtually  no  men  of  working  age. 
Unable  to  make  a  living  in  their  native 
land,  they  have  moved  to  the  United 
States.  Many  of  these  displaced 
farm  workers  are  now  working  in 
North  Carolina,  sending  part  of  each 


paycheck  back  home  to  support  their 
families. 

"The  story  called  out  for 
involvement,"  he  said.  "It  was 
extremely  interesting,  too."  Schramm 
found  the  story  so  compelling  that  he 
decided  to  make  a  documentary  film 
—  even  though  he  had  never  made 
one  before  and  did  not  have  any  of 
the  technical  skills  needed.  He  did 
know  something  about  storytelling, 
however.  His  doctoral  dissertation  had 
been  on  non-fiction  Latin  American 
testimonial  literature.  He  explained 
that  this  literature  features  the  true 
stories  of  common  people. 

Returning  to  the  United  States, 
he  enlisted  the  aid  of  Anthony 
DeMalia  '04,  a  senior  communication 
major  who  was  working  in  the 
college's  TV  studio.  The  two  had 
met  through  the  Ultimate  Frisbee 
team  on  campus.  They  traveled  to 
Mexico  during  the  summer  of  2004 
and  began  filming. 

"I  was  absolutely  excited  about 
it,"  DeMalia  said.  "I  felt  like  it  might 
be  an  opportunity  to  contribute  to 
the  school  and  make  a  difference." 
Although  not  a  Spanish  major, 
DeMalia  had  picked  up  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  language  after 
living  with  some  Spanish-speaking 
roommates. 
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They  traveled  to  Mexico  City, 
where  they  interviewed  government 
officials  about  the  issue.  Then  they 
traveled  to  Pluma  Hidalgo,  one  of  the 
coffee-growing  towns  in  the  state  of 
Oaxaca,  where  they  interviewed  the 
mayor  and  others  familiar  with  the 
problem.

Work  on  the  project  slowed 
after  their  return,  due  to  other 
commitments  and  the  necessity  of 
translating  and  transcribing  all  the 
interviews. 

After  a  few  years  of  working 
on  the  project,  Schramm  realized 
he  needed  to  return  to  Mexico.  In 
January  2008,  he  went  back  to 
Oaxaca,  bringing  student  Matthew 
Smith  '08,  a  Spanish  and  psychology 
major,  as  his  cameraman.  Smith 
admitted  he  knew  nothing  about 
filmmaking  when  he  started.  However, 
he  was  excited  about  the  project 
and  talked  Schramm  into  taking  him 
along.  Smith  took  some  quick  lessons 
in  camera  operation  from  DeMalia 
before  leaving. 

Smith  and  Schramm  stayed  with 
a  Mexican  coffee  plantation  owner, 
interviewing  him  and  some  of  his 
employees.  They  also  shot  scenes 
in  the  countryside  and  in  the  towns. 
Although  the  coffee  season  had 
ended  early,  they  were  able  to  record 
the  drying  and  packing  of  the  crop. 
They  later  obtained  some  file  footage 
of  the  coffee  being  harvested. 

"You  have  to  work  with  what  you 
have,"  Smith  said.  "Life  throws  you 
some  curve  balls.  You  have  to  be 
flexible."  He  added,  "Some  of  our 
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best  shots  came  when  we  weren't 
planning  to  shoot  anything." 

They  found  many  people  willing 
to  tell  their  stories.  In  other  cases, 
discretion  was  needed.  "You  can't  go 
unnoticed  anywhere  when  you  have 
a  camera,"  Smith  pointed  out.  One 
time,  as  he  pulled  out  his  camera 
on  a  city  street,  they  noticed  some 
police  officers  giving  them  suspicious 
looks.  Although  they  had  previously 
obtained  permission  to  film  in  the 
area,  they  decided  not  to  argue  the 
point.  They  beat  a  hasty  retreat. 

"I  found  it  to  be  a  very  rewarding 
experience,"  Smith  said.  In  addition 
to  learning  more  about  Mexican 
culture,  he  improved  his  Spanish 
skills.  Valerie  Downs,  an  education 
major  and  Spanish  minor,  helped 
edit  the  film  and  transcribe  some 
of  the  interviews. 

Schramm  said  he  wouldn't  have 
been  able  to  complete  the  project 
without  the  assistance  of  two  student- 
faculty  research  grants.  In  addition, 
he  received  an  L-R  faculty  grant  to 
attend  a  Stanford  University  workshop 
on  documentary  filmmaking.  He 
took  a  sabbatical  during  the  spring 
semester  to  work  on  the  project. 


Schramm  completed  his  filming 
by  interviewing  some  of  the  displaced 
farmers  from  Oaxaca  who  are  now 
living  and  working  in  North  Carolina. 
Schramm  expects  his  film  will  be 
finished  sometime  this  fall.  He  hopes 
it  will  help  more  people  understand 
how  their  morning  cup  of  coffee  is 
linked  to  international  trade  and 
immigration.  Q 


What  can  you  do  ? 

The  economic  problems  facing  the 
farming  region  of  Oaxaca,  Mexico, 
are  complicated.  They  are  tied  to 
international  trade  policies  and  the 
NAFTA  treaty.  It  is  unclear  how  this 
problem  will  be  resolved. 

However,  Dr.  Eric  Schramm,  who 

is  producing  a  documentary  film  on 
the  subject,  has  one  suggestion 
about  how  you  can  help:  Buy  Fair 
Trade  coffee.  This  is  coffee  produced 
under  an  agreement  that  guarantees 
the  growers  are  paid  a  fair  price.  It 
bypasses  the  middlemen,  allowing 
coffee  growers  to  sell  directly  to  the 
coffee  roaster/distributor. 

On  a  recent 
trip  to  Oaxaca, 
Schramm  found 
there  were 
almost  no  men 
in  many  of  the 
villages.  They 
had  traveled 
to  the  United 
States  in 
hopes  of  making  a  better  living  for 
themselves  and  their  families.

However,  there  was  one 
notable  exception.  In  one  village. 
the  farmers  had  banded  together 
to  become  certified  under  the  Fair 
Trade  program.  In  this  village,  most  of 
the  men  remained  at  home,  growing 
coffee  for  export.  To  make  sure  you 
are  buying  coffee  sold  under  this 
type  of  agreement,  look  for  the  "Fair 
Trade"  symbol  on  coffee  you  buy 
in  the  grocery  store  or  at  a  coffee 
shop.

Professor  Mark  Hager  '99  leads 
his  oral  history  class  as  they  carefully 
spray  a  little  water  on  the  tombstones 
dimmed  by  age.  They  brush  them 
lightly,  rinsing  away  centuries  of  dirt. 
Then  they  examine  the  inscriptions, 
trying  to  decipher  the  antique  script 
and  unfamiliar  spelling  of  the  1700s 
and  1800s. 

Across  town,  another  group  of 
students  pores  over  old  records  in 
the  courthouse  and  library,  looking  for 
information  about  births,  marriages, 
property  transfers  and  deaths.  They 
are  trying  to  unravel  the  mysteries  of 
Joppa  Cemetery  in  Mocksville,  N.C. 
The  Davie  County  cemetery  is  most 
famous  as  the  final  resting  place  of 
Daniel  Boone's  parents.  Squire  and 
Sarali  Boone. 

Since  he  was  a  child  growing 
up  in  the  area,  Hager  has  been 
intrigued  by  the  story  of  Daniel 
Boone.  In  third  grade,  he  argued 
with  a  school  librarian,  who  didn't 
want  him  to  check  out  a  biography 
of  Daniel  Boone  because  it  was  in 
the  fourth-grade  reading  section. 
Hager  was  finally  allowed  to  take  the 
book,  provided  he  completed  a  book 
report  about  it.  That  fascination  with 
the  famous  explorer,  and  with  local 
history,  has  remained  with  Hager 
ever  since. 
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Daniel  Boone  and  his  parents 
lived  in  the  backcountry  that 
would  become  Davie  County  when 
Daniel  was  a  teenager  and  young 
man.  However,  Daniel  was  never 
a  successful  farmer.  Instead,  he 
became  a  hunter  and  trapper,  moving 
westward.  He  eventually  became  a 
magistrate,  or  territorial  governor,  in 
Missouri,  where  he  died. 

The  graves  of  Squire  and  Sarah 
Boone  may  still  be  seen  in  Joppa 
Cemetery.  The  original  headstones 
were  damaged  by  souvenir  seekers, 
who  chipped  off  small  pieces.  In 
recent  years,  a  brick  marker  was  built 
to  contain  the  original  headstones. 
There  is  also  a  plaque  nearby 
explaining  the  significance  of  their 
graves. 

Now,  Hager  and  his  students 
are  trying  to  document  the  old 
Joppa  Cemetery  more  completely. 
He  hopes  to  have  it  placed  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places, 
a  designation  that  would  provide 
some  protection  for  the  site. 

According  to  the  Davie  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Web  site: 
"Joppa  Cemetery  is  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  historic  graveyards  in  Davie 
County."  It  is  also  recognized  with  a 
state  highway  marker.  But  even  with 
that  distinction,  the  site  was  recently 


mne  s parents  are  buried 

threatened  by  development. 

Hager  became  aware  of  the 
threat  in  his  role  as  director  of  The 
Forks  of  The  Yadkin  and  Davie  County 
History  Museum.  The  local  history 
group  managed  to  stop  the  possible 
encroachment  onto  cemetery 
property.  He  then  contacted  N.C. 
state  archaeologist  Steve  Claggett 
and  archaeologist  Jolin  IVIintz  to 
discuss  the  best  way  to  protect  the 
site  in  the  future. 

They  suggested  mapping  the 
cemetery,  documenting  the  location 
of  each  grave.  In  addition,  Hager 
hopes  to  find  out  something  about 
each  individual  buried  there,  such  as 
their  family  background,  occupation, 
and  relationships  with  others  buried 
in  the  cemetery. 

This  summer,  his  oral  history 
class  began  the  project.  Timotliy 
Harkey,  a  student  from  Lincoln 
County,  will  earn  his  history  degree 
in  December.  He  hopes  to  work  as  a 
high  school  history  teacher  and  lead 
his  own  students  in  similar  projects. 
Harkey  also  said  he  will  encourage 
his  teenage  son  to  help  preserve 
another  cemetery  for  his  Eagle  Scout 
project. 

Several  of  the  students  said  the 
records  they  had  studied  made  them 
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aware  of  the  high  infant  mortality 
rate  in  the  1700s  and  1800s.  Kierry 
Christmas  of  Granite  Falls  said  they 
had  discovered  one  couple  who  had 
seven  children.  Six  of  them  died 
before  their  first  birthday,  and  the 
seventh  died  before  the  age  of  11. 

Marie  Barnes,  head  of  the 
Cemetery  Committee  of  the  N.C. 
Department  of  Archives  and  History, 
spoke  to  the  class  about  how  to 
document  a  graveyard.  She  told 
them  a  cemetery  may  be  considered 
important  for  many  reasons  — 
including  its  age,  who  is  buried 
there,  or  the  artistic  design  of  the 
tombstones.  Some  gravestone 
carvers  even  signed  their  work, 
she  said.  The  class  discovered 
several  signed  tombstones  at  Joppa 
Cemetery.  Many  of  the  tombstones 
include  graphic  symbols  that  had 
special  meanings.  For  example,  one 
marker  has  a  picture  of  two  clasped 
hands,  with  one  finger  pointing 
down.  Hager  said  this  image  means 
"friendship  with  those  left  below." 

Another  class  speaker  was  Mike 
Hill,  who  is  in  charge  of  historical 
markers  for  the  state.  He  explained 
how  and  why  the  state  erects  these 
markers. 

This  fall,  Hager  plans  to  have 
his  archaeology  class  continue  the 


research.  With  the  help  of  state 
archaeologists,  the  class  will  attempt 
to  map  the  site,  drawing  a  grid  that 
shows  the  location  of  all  the  graves 
and  who  is  buried  in  them  if  that  can 
be  determined.  This  project  will  be  a 
challenge  since  some  of  the  graves 
are  unmarked  or  not  clearly  marked. 
Thin  stone  markers  are  often  chipped 
and  broken.  Sometimes,  they  fall 
down  and  are  covered  by  dirt  and 
leaves.  Still  other  graves  never  had 
a  marker.  One  small  grave,  probably 
that  of  a  child,  has  a  decorative  metal 
cover.  Unfortunately,  a  plaque  that 
identified  the  person  is  missing. 

The  cemetery  was  formerly  the 
burial  ground  for  Joppa  Church.  Long 
ago,  the  congregation  moved  to  town 
and  became  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Mocksville.  Joppa  Church 
was  eventually  destroyed  by  fire. 
Formerly  in  the  countryside,  the 
cemetery  is  now  located  along  a  busy 
highway  near  a  shopping  center. 

The  site  is  currently  owned  by 
Joppa  Inc.,  a  small  group  of  Davie 
County  volunteers  who  maintain  it. 
Like  most  early  graveyards,  much 
information  about  Joppa  Cemetery 
has  been  forgotten  over  time.  But 
the  class's  detective  work  is  paying 
off.  So  far,  they  have  identified  the 
graves  of  several  Revolutionary  War 
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veterans,  several  prominent  N.C. 
elected  officials,  and  the  heir  to 
the  Brown  &  Williamson  Tobacco 
Co.  fortune.  Two  of  Daniel  Boone's 
brothers  were  also  buried  in  the 
cemetery,  although  the  location  of 
their  graves  is  unknown.  A  number  of 
African-Americans  were  buried  there 
in  unmarked  graves.  Hager  has  only 
been  able  to  identify  one  of  them  so 
far. 

When  he  is  finished,  Hager 
hopes  to  have  enough  compelling 
information  about  the  cemetery 
and  the  people  buried  in  it  to  have 
it  placed  on  the  National  Register. 
He  knows  it's  an  uphill  battle  since 
few  cemeteries  have  made  it  onto 
the  register.  In  fact,  there  was  an 
earlier,  unsuccessful  attempt  to  place 
the  Joppa  Cemetery  on  the  list.  But 
Hager  is  hoping  his  more  thorough 
research  will  prevail. 

The  story  of  Hager's  quest  has 
already  caught  the  attention  of  the 
local  news  media.  Tom  Earnhardt. 

host  of  the  N.C.  public  TV  series 
"Exploring  North  Carolina,"  plans  to 
produce  a  feature  about  the  project. 
Regardless  of  whether  the  cemetery 
makes  it  onto  the  National  Register. 
Hager  believes  he  will  have  done  his 
job  by  bringing  the  early  settlers" 
lives  to  light  once  again.  Q

William  Kemp  Mauney  Jr.  '38,  a 

member  of  the  L-R  Board  of  Trustees 
from  1967  to  1979,  died  June  28, 
2008,  at  Hospice  and  Palliative  Care  of 
Cleveland  County  in  Shelby,  N.C.  He  was 
90  years  old  and  a  resident  of  Kings 
Mountain,  N.C. 

He  was  a  son  of  the  late  William 
Kemp  Mauney  '10,  a  member  of  the  L-R 
Board  of  Trustees  from  1924  to  1965,  and  Sarah  Hoffman 
Mauney.  The  Mauney  Music  Building  on  campus  is  named 
for  W.K.  Mauney  Sr.  and  his  wife,  who  gave  the  money  for 
its  construction. 

William  Kemp  Mauney  Jr.  was  a  pioneer  in  the  N.C. 
hosiery  business,  starting  Mauney  Hosiery  Mills  in  the 
basement  of  his  father's  cotton  mill.  The  company  grew  to 
employ  more  than  300  people  and  was  a  major  supplier  of 
socks  to  the  U.S.  government.  He  was  the  1991  recipient 
of  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  from  the  Catawba  Valley 
Hosiery  Association.  He  was  instrumental  in  starting  many 
other  businesses,  including  Carolina  Throwing  Inc.,  Lyntex 
Hosiery,  Can-do  Hosiery,  Gaye  Hosiery,  Cleveland  Hosiery, 
L&L  Hosiery,  RDS  Hosiery,  B&B  Dairy  Farm  and  Kings 
Mountain  Motor  Inn.  He  was  a  longtime  board  member  of 
the  Cleveland  County  Fair. 

In  the  1960s,  he  entered  politics  and  served  until  the 
1970s  in  the  N.C.  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
N.C.  Senate.  He  was  a  lifelong  member  of  St.  Matthew's 
Lutheran  Church.  He  also  served  on  the  board  of  Blowing 
Rock  Methodist  Church  during  his  30  years  of  summer 
residence  in  that  city.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the 
Kings  Mountain  Lions  Club.  He  established  the  William 
Kemp  and  Mary  S.  Mauney  Foundation  to  provide 
scholarships  to  students  and  funding  for  local  food  banks 
and  crisis  ministries.

Charles  F.  Connor  Jr.,  a  member  of 
the  L-R  Board  of  Visitors  from  1986  to 
1992,  died  at  his  home  in  Newton  on 
July  19,  2008.  He  was  a  longtime  friend 
of  Lenoir-Rhyne  and  a  member  of  the 
Founders  Society. 

He  and  his  son  Charles  Connor  III  '79 
contributed  a  major  gift  to  the  renovation 
of  the  Mauney-Schaeffer  Conference 
Hall.  In  addition,  he  endowed  the  Charles  F.  Connor  Jr. 
Scholarship  for  students  from  Catawba  County  majoring  in 
business  or  education.  He  also  supported  many  other  local 
religious,  athletic  and  educational  causes. 

Connor  was  widely  known  for  founding  a  number 
of  businesses  in  the  Hickory  area,  including  County- 
Wide  Insurance,  Mom  'n'  Pop's  Ham  House,  Western 
Steer  Family  Steakhouse,  Sagebrush  Steakhouse  and 
Saloon,  Mom  'n'  Pop's  Fish  Camp,  Bethlehem  Fish 
Camp,  Untouchable's  Pizza,  Mel's  Diner,  and  Flap-Jack's 
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Restaurant.  He  was  named  Restaurateur  of  the  Year  in 
1986  and  served  as  president  of  the  N.C.  Restaurant 
Association  in  1990.  He  received  numerous  additional 
awards  and  honors  from  the  NCRA.  He  also  served  on  the 
Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on  Hotels  and  Tourism. 

Connor  was  a  member  of  First  United  Methodist  Church 
in  Conover.  Many  alumni  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  are  among  his 
survivors,  including  his  son  Charles  Connor  III  '79  and 
his  wife,  Edie  '94;  son  S.  Mark  Connor  '81;  and  a  sister, 
Margaret  Connor  Garrison  '72.

Lenoir-Rhyne  and  the  Black 
Mountain  College  Museum  +  Arts 
Center  will  co-sponsor  The  Spirit  of 
Black  Mountain  College  on  Sept. 
25-27.  The  three-day  event  will 
celebrate  the  75th  anniversary  of 
Black  Mountain  College  and  its 
impact  on  the  arts. 

Black  Mountain  College,  which 
operated  from  1933  to  1956,  was  one 
of  the  most  important  and  influential 
experiments  in  education  in  the  20th 
century.  Its  teachers  and  students 
went  on  to  shape  dance,  music, 
theatre,  literature,  architecture  and 
the  visual  arts  for  the  next  several 
decades. 

The  Spirit  of  Black  Mountain 
College  will  include  poetry,  music, 
art,  theatre  and  dance.  All  events 
will  take  place  in  Hickory  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  University  or  the  nearby 


Hickory  Museum  of  Art,  which  will 
exhibit  works  by  artists  associated 
with  Black  Mountain  College  through 
Jan.  4.
